and Porto Soro could not arrive ; the besieg- 
ed, who maintained themselves only by means 
of the few suppues which they daily reeeived, 
bean to be in the most deplorable situation. 
On the 17th and 18th, several woman, chil- 
deen, and old men died of hunger. On the 
19th the evilinercased., Notwithsta ding the 
hoirors of this situation, nobod thought of 
surrendering; atl still pliced their hopes on 
the fleet ; but every one prepared to sacmfice 
fais life. Several parts of the town were 
selected to reeeive the women, the children, 
und the aged, and every preparation was 
made to blow up the place. On the 21st and 
22d, no prayers were performed, sev eral 
pats of the town were undermined, and the 
inhabitants determined that all those who 
sould not be able to make a sally, as well as 
the wounded, the women, and children, should 
bury themselves by springing the rpines.—On 
the 2ist and 22d Miaulis again attacked the 
Vurkish Aeet, bat what cou da number of 
little vessels do against 6 ships of the line, 8 
or 10 frigates, and 80 other vessels which had 
the advantage of the wind! All their efforts 
were usc less: it was impossible to get a vess ol 
laden with provisions into the town, and the 
Greek flect in vain lost its best vessels, ex- 
posed to the fire of the large Turkish men ot 
war. The unfortunate besieged, secing their 
last hopes vanish, thought only of executing 
their heroic project. Every thing was pre- 
pared for the great sacrifice ; the women and 
children were placed over the mines, Some 
of the most sutren:s| old men prom sed Xedih 





be given. The men who were still able to 
carry arms resolved to make a sally, to force 
heir way through Ibrahim'’s army, to jon 
their brethern, lrevenge if possivle, the 
women and chi ¥en whom they abandoned to 
death. About 2,000 attempted to execute 
this design, 150 or 140 men remained in the 
town, and retired untu a hous’, which they con- 
verted into a fortress. . ‘ 

** On the 231, in the evening, their depar- 
ture took plice, and at the same moment the 
frightful voleano blew tp the po ulation, 
which was reduced to 6,0UU souls, The Turks, 
Who kuew the project of the unhappy be- 
sieged, made avery prest resistance io the 
sally of the Greeks.
